SCHOOL CONSOLIDATION TO BE 


FIRST OF SERIES PROPOSED 


FOR HAMLIN REGION 


Voters of the Neinda and Hamlin 
School Districts will determine by 
their balloting Satu rday whether or 
not the Neinda School District will 
be consolidated with the Hamlin In­ 
dependent School District for school 
pu rposes. 
Voting will tak e place at 
the school hou ses in each district, 
school officials state. 
Neinda district center is six miles 
sou th of Hamlin, and comprises 16 
sq u are miles of territory . 
Valu a­ 
tions in the district for school tax es 
last y ear were $158 ,8 6 5. 
Tax rate 
has been $1 on the $100 v alu ation. 
Scholastics in the Neinda district 
last y ear totaled 7 0. 
Howev er, only 
eight grades hav e been tau ght in the 
Neinda two-teacher school, and high 
school stu dents hav e been attending 
Hamlin High School on a transfer 
basis. 
With consolidation being approv ed 
in Satu rday ’s election, all scholastics 
wou ld be brou ght to Hamlin by bu s 
with start of the new sc 
>ol y ear in 
September. 
Abou t 550 Hamlin tax pay ers are 
eligible to v ote in Satu rday election, 
and between 40 and 50 v oters may 
cast ballots in Neinda district, school 
officials indicated to The Herald. 
This is the first of a series of 
consolidation mov es being considered 
by districts adjacent to Hamlin. 
Celotex and Carlton School Dis­ 
tricts hav e ask ed for petition to 
order elections in their districts for 
consolidation, bu t action cannot be 
tak en on these petitions u ntil after 
official canv ass of the Neinda-Hamlin 
v ote has been made by the cou nty 
Commissioners Cou rt on April 30. 
Carlton district, adjoining Neinda, 
had 35 scholastics in its 16 sq u are 
miles of territory last y ear. 
Last 
enu meration listed 125 scholastics in 
the Celotex district.

AS VALUES RAISED 


Some increase in ‘ 
■' 
lu ations 
for the City of Hamlin will be regis­ 
tered when assessments are complet­ 
ed nex t week , city officials told The 
Herald this week . 
Valu ations for 
19 45 totaled $1,2514,075. 
City officials indicated that the 
tax rate of $1.50 probably wou ld be 
maintained for the 19 46 renditions. 
City of Hamlin is in good finan­ 
cial condition, both as far as regu lar 
cu rrent accou nts are concerned and 
the reserv e for bonded indebtedness. 
Ou tstanding bonds are listed by 
city officials as follows: Refu nding 
bonds, $35,000; water sy stem bonds, 
$11,000; sewer sy stem bonds, $17 ,- 
000; city hall bonds, $10,000. 
Total 
of $7 3,000 bonded debt is schedu led 
to be retired in fu ll by 19 57 u nder 
the present bond pay -off plan. 
For cu rrent operations and bond 
retirement pu rposes the $1.50 tax 
rate is div ided in the following man­ 
ner: General fu nd, 70 cents; refu nd­ 
ing, 20 cents; water bonds, 15 cents; 
sewer bonds, 30 cents; and city hall 
bonds, 15 cents. 
Water rev enu e bonds in amou nt 
of $120,000 are du e to be paid off 
with water and sewer sy stem rev enu e 
by 19 6 9 , officials state.

Preachers of the area indicated they 
were being paid enou gh, so that 
cou ldn’t be the reason, The Herald 
observ ed. 
Su nday night showers totaled .05 
of an inch on the official gau ges of 
W. G. Rou ntree of the city water 
department. 
Precipitation of .34 of 
an inch was measu red Monday , and 
Tu esday ’s total rainfall was .14— 
mak ing .53 of an inch in all for the 
fou r-day period. 
Total rainfall for the y ear has 
been less than fou r inches. 
Despite the lack of rainfall since 
19 46 began, crops and pastu res hav e 
held u p remark ably well on good 
seasons left in the grou nd from last 
fall’s grou nd-soak ing rains and snow.

will be employ ed on the constru ction 
at the present, Grimmeft stated.

SITE FOR HAMLIN MEMORIAL HOSPITAL STILL NOT SELECTED 
BUT LEADERS URGE CITIZENS TO RALLY TO CAMPAIGN SOON 


Final decision on the site for the 
Hamlin Memorial Hospital has not 
been reached y et, officals of the hos­ 
pital association tell The Herald this 
week , and this fact has somewhat- 
slowed down enlistments of family 
memberships. 
Progress is still being 
made on ev ery line. 
The only ones 
v oicing any impatience are those who 
hav e not placed their names on the 
dotted line with a fu ll membership 
fee of $50 or w*ho hav e not ev en 
started with a $10 down pay ment. 
Bu ilding this commu nity hospital 
is “ev ery -family bu siness,” and it 
is all v olu nteer and no high-pressu re 
will be ex erted on any one to get into 
the hospital association. 
There is 
nothing compu lsory or demanded any ­ 
where down the line. The main thing 
is that if we get a hospital estab­ 
lished, families mu st u nite with their 
money to constru ct a bu ilding and 
equ ip it. 
Hospital leaders hav e issu ed the 
following statement for pu blication: 
The Hamlin Memorial Hospital will 
nev er be a tax bu rden either in con­ 
stru ction or operation. 
The hospital will be constru cted 


on a cash basis and operated on a 
cash basis. No liability or obligation 
w’ill be carried by any member of the 
association. 
All y ou need to do is 
to help create the hospital, and then 
if y ou want to, tak e adv antege of 
the benefits and sav ings the hospital 
will offer. 
Ownership of the hospital is based 
on $50 per family and no person or 
set of persons can ev er get a corner 
on the property and get adv antages 
ov r the smallest and poorest member. 
This is one thing planned and oper­ 
ated on a lev el footing. 
Members 
own the hospital, v ote on its manage­ 
ment throu gh a board of directors, 
hav e a v oice in the scale of hospital 
serv ice charges. 
No doctors, nu rses 
or employ ees can be retained who v io­ 
late set prices and ru les and regu ­ 
lations in the operations of the hos­ 
pital. 
Nowhere will politics, chu rch- 
ism, clu bism or cliqu es be able to con­ 
trol operations. 
Ev ery thing will be 
ru n on established bu siness principles 
and sbandards now in operations by 
the best hospitals of the land^ 
There is no catch to this and not 
mu ch money inv olv ed. 
If y ou “pu t 


u p” $50 as y ou r part of the bu ilding 
and eq u ipment it ends y ou r obligation 
It will prov e the best inv estment yo: 
can mak e for that amou nt of money . 
When the hospital is opened for pa­ 
tients it will be worth $50 to y ou r 
family ev en if y ou shou ld be for­ 
tu nate enou gh to sev er need a doctor 
and a nu rse. 
The amou nt ask ed of 
each family is too small to qu ibble 
ov er. 
If y ou want a hospital in this area, 
this is y ou r last big chance. We mu st 
k now in the nex t few week s whether 
or not y ou mean to help bu ild a hos­ 
pital in Hamlin. 
You can do this 
either by signing u p a $50 check , 
or starting y ou r pay ment with a $10 
check , and y ou may frank ly let it be 
k nown if y ou mean to help. 
We 
need y ou r signatu re so it can be add­ 
ed to the list that is now 314. 
If 
y ou mean to help by the time a con­ 
tract is let, please giv e y ou r name to 
someone at the bank or to Bowen 
Pope, say ing, “You can cou nt on me!” 
On many windows in Hamlin are 
papers showing 28 1 names of fami-

Sev eral observ ers this week pre­ 
dicted that residents of the Hamlin 
ara will be su rprised at the good 
y ield of wheat for this section when 
harv est time comes arou nd in mid­ 
su mmer. 
These statements were made to a 
Herald reporter when he endeav ored 
to get a cross-section of prosepcts 
for the 
grain harv est. In spite ot 
the lack of rain ov er most of the 
region du ring the past 6 0 day s, most 
of the wheat we hav e seen look s 
small bu t green. 
Heading has start­ 
ed in practically all fields. 
One grower stated that more rain 
than had fallen Monday and Tu esday 
will do 
little good for the grain as 
far as 
filling ou t of the heads is 
concerned, inasmu ch as moistu re for 
this stage of growth is obtained from 
the stalk . 
More moistu re 
wou ld 
probably produ ce more straw* for ha y 
pu rposes. 
Another grower declared he wou lu 
produ ce as mu ch wheat this y ear as 
he did last y ear on the same land. 
Holly Toler stated he wou ld av erage 
10 bu shels or more per acre on his 
place in the Hitson commu nity , six 
miles west of Hamlin. 
Joe Cu lbert­ 
son declared he wou ld harv est arou nd 
12 bu shels per acre on his place. 
Close to 25,000 acres Is planted 
to wheat in the Hamlin territory , 
reflecting an increase of probably 
10 per cent in acreage ov er last 
y ear’s acreage. 
Hamlin last y ear shipped 27 5 cars 
of grain. 
One observ er said he pre­ 
dicted close to 200 cu rs wou ld be 
Shipped this y ear.

“Plo wing u nd er" and “killing little p igs” hav e been assailed ev er 
since, as tho u gh agricu ltu re were the o nly gro u p to u se su ch ex p ed ients.

“Cotton, the Hu b of Sou thern Ag­ 
ricu ltu re,” was the top ic of a v ery 
interesting discu ssion by T. H. Hu gh- 
ston, manager of the Hamlin Mid- 
Western Coop erativ e Oil Mill, at the 
Tu esday lu ncheon meeting of Ham­ 
lin Rotary Clu b at the Morgan Hotel. 
Mr. Hu ghs ton dev oted the early 
p ortion of his talk to ex p loded the 
theory that p rofitable p rodu ction of 
cotton in America is doomed becau se 
of v ariou s threats of lower p rodu c­ 
tion costs by other cou ntries and 
destru ctiv e comp etition by sy nthetics 
and other fibers. 
No cou ntry of the world, desp ite 
cheap labor and other factors, can 
p rodu ce cotton cheap er than can be 
done in America, Hu ghston told his 
hearers. 
Statistics, he said, p rov e 
that India and Ru ssia p rodu ce cotton 
at greater cost p er p ou nd than in 
America. 
“American consu mp tion of cotton 
is high; and it wou ld be mu ch higher 
if American mills cou ld tu rn ou t 
goods enou gh to su p p ly the civ ilian 
demand,” the sp eaker declared. ‘‘For 
the most p art, the u nsu p p lied civ ilian 
demands now are bu ilding u p an ap ­ 
p etite to be satisfied by p ost-war 
consu mp tion. 
“ War has increased the need for 
cotton in indu stry . 
Since Pearl Har­ 
bor, only abou t half of the cotton 
consu med in this cou ntry has gone 
into civ ilian and military clothing 
and hou sehold u ses. 
The rest has 
p ou red into ou r v ast indu strial u ses, 
filling the demands for all-ou t p ro­ 
du ction. 
“The 13,000,000 Americans em­ 
p loy ed in the $10,000,000,000 cotton 
bu siness are su p p orting their fami­ 
lies on a higher standard of liv ing 
than is fou nd in any other cou ntry 
in the world. 
These Americans are 
not willing or ready to get ou t of 
the cotton bu siness. 
Cotton is here 
to stay ,” Hu ghston conclu ded.

SCHOOL CONSOLIDATION IS PROGRESS 


The little red school hou se the present generation can only hear abou t 
throu gh reading and talking with their parents was an essential pa rt of 
the edu cational program sev eral decades ago. 
It serv ed its pu rpose well 
when modern means of transportation and good roads were u nheard-of in 
many ru ral sections. 
Bu t, like other horse-and-bu ggy -day s methods of 
doing things, it is ou tmoded. 
Consolidation of schools in these times is edu cational progress. 
The 
limited facilities that can be offered in the smaller ru ral districts do not 
giv the pu pil the chance he deserv es to get an edu cation. 
To be su re, 
small enrollments preclu de proper prov ision for caring for the stu dents in 
each class— su ch as can be done in the more popu lated sections. 
Fu nds 
are ju st not av ailable to eq u ip and staff complete schools in the smaller 
districts. 
-Consolidation plans now being considered by sev eral districts adja­ 
cent to Hamlin are mov ements of wisdom on the part of smaller districts. 
Tax es assessed and collected in the districts can be pooled with Hamlin s 
c Elections to offer better facilities for all the stu dents. 
Hamlin school 
district really has nothing to gain by consolidation— (becau se its tax es aro 
adeq u ate to offer ample school facilities for Hamlin children— bu t the 
district is willing to cooperate for the commu nity good. 


MUST FARMERS RESTRICT THEIR OUTPUT? 


Undou btedly the American Farm Bu reau Federation will be criticized 
for its stand in opposition to u nlimited farm produ ction when su ch pro­ 
du ction might resu lt in ru inou s prices. 
The cry of “scarcity ” will be 
raised by the self-constitu ted apostles of abu ndance. 
F anners realize now, howev er, that abu ndance is not the ex clu siv e 
obligation of agricu ltu re. 
It is easy to u ndrestand why consu mers want 
food to be plentifu l and cheap. 
Unlimited agricu ltu ral produ ction i* to 
their benefit. 
F anners also wrou ld prefer to produ ce withou t stint— if 
u nrestricted ou tpu t cou ld be prev ented from dragging prices below parity . 
In y ears of normal demand this has not been possible. 
Farmers hav e been 
driv n to attem pts to redu ce produ ction in order to hold prices u p. 
“Plowing u nder” and “killing little pigs” hav e been assailed ev er 
since, as thou gh agricu ltu re were the only grou p to u se su ch ex pedients. 
Actu ally , of cou rse, farm ers were merely seeking to get along in the kind 
of economy they had to liv e with. 
The prices of things they had to bu y 
were maintained by similar, thou gh less spectacu lar, practices in v irtu ally 
all bu siness. 
Produ ction of goods was generally adju sted to fit effectiv e 
demand. 
Restricting produ ction in order to maintain prices was the ru le, 
not the ex ception.— H erbert W. Hall.

The Y-J Day prediction of no more silk hose shou ld be borne ou t soon 
after the produ ction of ny lon hose finally reaches fu ll stride.

How to conserve broad 


The Famine Emergency Committee 
has asked Americans to cooperate 
during the present food emergency 
to conserve bread so that starving 
people in other lands m ay be fed. 
W e offer in the following suggestions 
ways to save precious bread. 


W H E N YOU B U Y B R E A D- B u y 
the size loaf that fits your family . . . 
small loaves for small families, large 
loaves for large families. Plan to 
have no bread left over from one 
shopping trip to the next. If you 
must buy bread for several days’ 
use, get two small loaves rather than 
one large loaf. 


TO K E E P YOUR B R E A D F R E SH 
— Open the wrapper at one end of 
the loaf only. Remove the heel, take 
out only the slices needed, replace 
the heel, and fold over waxed paper. 


T O F R E S H E N D R Y B R E A D 
— If your bread becomes slightly 
dry, sprinkle the wrapper around 
the bread with water or put the 
bread in a paper sack and sprinkle. 
Place in a moderate oven (35 0° F.) 
for about 10 minutes or until bread 
is heated through. Serve immedi­ 
ately for a homemade-bread flavor. 


M E L B A T O A S T— Use leftover 
sliced bread. Place on a baking sheet 
in a single layer and dry out in slow 
oven(25 0° F.) about 1 v/z hours or un­ 
til a tempting tawny brown. Store in 
an airtight container and use as need­ 
ed. Use in place of bread for break­ 
fast, lunch, dinner or as a snack.
